technological and medical research and development in the Soviet Union and other 
countries in the Soviet orbit. 


The International Council of Scientific Unions, during the recent meeting of 
its Executive Board in Brussels, decided to include. a token subvention to the 
Pergamon Institute in the allocations for 1958, in recognition of the value to inter- 
national scientific activity of the Aims and Purpose of the Pergamon Institute.

".. There would, of course, be no problem if Russian were widely read, 
but our information is that only about 2 per cent of our working scientists can read 
Russian, compared with 80 to 90 per cent who read French and 60 per cent 
German. The first thing to be done, therefore, is to encourage the teaching of 
Russian as animportant modern language in schools and universities...". Author- 
itative sources in the United States also agree that less than 2 per cent of the 
working scientists in America can read Russian.
